M’ ADOO SEEKS INFORMATION 


Albany, N. Y., Aug. 13.— S ta te m ents 
tha t Mrs. Sulzer. wife of Governor 
Sulzer, had speculated in W all stre e t 
with D em ocratic cam paign funds and 
w ith her hu sb and ’s money, ilitered in­ 
to the assem bly and served to post­ 
pone a vote on the resolution of Ma­ 
jority L eader Levy to im peach the 
executive. 
On R epresentative H lnm an’s motion 
to defer action on the resolution of 
Im peachm ent until a later session, so 
tha t Mrs. Sulzer could have an oppor­ 
tunity to deny or altirm the stories 
current, the vote stood a gainst the 
motion. 
On the m otion to reconsider the as­ 
sem bly m ajority lack ed three votes 
of the seventy-six necessary to im ­ 
peach the governor. 
Friends of the- governor are using 
every m ethod to delay consideration 
of the im peachm ent resolution. 
T elegraphic com m ands to absentees 
were k ept flowing over the wires and 
bore fruit in the arrival of a sq uad of 
assem blym en from New 
York , suftt- 
cient, in the opinion of M ajority Lead­ 
er Levy, to m ak e good the lack of 
eleven votes necessary to im peach. 


Vast Throng at Capitol. 


W hile deputy sergeants-at-arm s hur­ 
ried through Albany with sum m onses 
to compel every assem blym an in the 
city to be pres« *fit and self-appointed 
com m ittees 
m et 
incom ing 
trains a 
throng eclipsing any tha t has storm ed 
the capitol in the m em ory of the old­ 
est 
a tte nd a nt 
poured 
through 
its 
stone doorways. 
T he galleries w ere pack ed, whilo 
hundreds of persons were shu t out 
when the doors w ere lock ed. 
Many 
women w ere am ong the crowd. 
T he capitol 
orderlies, 
unable to 
handle the crow d in the corridors, 
w ere hastily reinforced by uniform ed 
men from 
police headq uarters. 
Admission to the cham be r w as by 
card only and hu nd re d s bearing cards 
w ere tu rned aw ay. 
Long before the hour for m eeting 
indications 
w ere the session 
would 
be storm y and prolonged. 
Minority 
L eader Fiinman, A ssem blym an Schanp, 
Progressive lead er; 
Louis Gibbs, in­ 
dependent D em ocrat, and others plan­ 
ned to tight the program of the m a­ 
jority on every technicality and with 
every parliam entary w eapon in thoir 
power.

Sulzer Keeping in Touch. 


A fter a day spent in 
consultation 
w ith his counsel and friends, the gov­ 
ernor left tho executive cham be r for 
dinner. 
lie and Mrs. Sulzer w ere in 
touch with proceedings over the tele­ 
phone. 
W ith sixty-five votes at their com ­ 
mand on the first test of stre ngth and 
m ore coming in every hour the m a­ 
jority leaders show ed 
no 
w avering 
in their plan to put through the pro­ 
gram of im peachm ent.

the 
story 
wraa 
spread broadcast throughout the cap­ 
ital tha t Mrs. Sulzer had assum ed all 
blam e for the revelations brought out 
by the F rtw ie y investigating com m it­ 
tee concerning the governor's tr a ns ­ 
actions in Wall street. 
Mrs. Sulzer'« s ta te m e nt w as made, 
according to this story to S enator 
Palm er. 
She is q uoted as having told 
him : 
“ I a m wholly to blam e for this 
whole affair.” 
Although the story was the property 
of the city apparently no one could 
be found who would be q uoted as con­ 
firming it. 
G overnor Sulzer referred 
all

q uirers to S enator Palm er, who de­ 
clined either to confirm or deny it.

O m aha, Aug. 13.— T hirteen persons, 
all circus em ployes, whoso train was 
struck at Richfield, Neb., by a Rock 
Island passenger eq u ipm ent train re­ 
turning from the

T he prediction and denial departm ents

Tho 
R epublicans a re constantly predicting 
dire disaster ns a resu lt of the tariff 
legislation. 
T ho D em ocrats ure Just ns 
busy denying and refu ting these pre­ 
dictions. 
M eanw hile the country w aits 
w ith som e im patience the closing up 
of the tariff discussion and the enact­ 
m ent of the tariff bilL 
It is a foregone conclusion tha t the 
tariff bill Is going through sub stantial­ 
ly as it has been reported from the 
senate com m ittee. 
T he changes tha t 
will be m ade are of sm all conseq uence. 
It has been k now n ev er since the D em ­ 
ocrats sw ept the country in the elec­ 
tion of 1010 tha t the tariff w as to l>e 
revised on D em ocratic lines, so the 
country has been a w a re of w hat tha t j 
m eant for q u ite a long time. 
Begging the Question. 
T he election of 1910 expressed dis­ 
satisfaction w ith the tariff bill which 
the R epublicans had enacted. 
T ha t j 
election w as a foreru nner of Demo- j 
cratic success in 1912. 
Scarcely any 
m an of good political Judgm ent ex- j 
pected the R epublicans to win in 1912. i 
Even If there had not been a party ! 
split D em ocratic success seem ed to be 
nssured long before the conventions 
nam ed candidates. 
T herefore it seem s lik e begging the 
q uestion on the tariff q uestion to add 
the votes of T a ft and Roosevelt togeth­ 
er and nssert tha t the verdict w as not 
in favor of D em ocratic tariff revision.

News From Mex ico City Encourage« 


Washington Officials, Who Feel That 


Some Progress Has Been Made To- 


ward Quiet and Peaceful Settlement 


of Rev olutionary Troubles. 


W ashington. Aug. 13.— N ew s from 
Mexico City tha t John Lind, personal 
represe ntativ e 
of P resid ent 
W ilson, 
and Frederic Gamboa, M exican m in­ 
ister of foreign relations, had e sta b ­ 
lish« ^ unofficial relations by a person­ 
al m eeting b rought encouragem ent to 
ad m inistration officials here. 
It was felt tha t the first step in the 
program of the A m erican gov ernm ent 
to throw Its influt>nce in the direction 
of a q uiet and peaceful settle m e nt of 
the revolutionary 
troubles 
had 
suc­ 
ceeded. 
T he incident, however, it w as learn­ 
ed 
from 
official 
sources, will 
not 
change the procedure outlined to Mr. 
Lind before he left W ashington. 
He will su b m it all his re pre se nta ­ 
tions to C harge O ’Shaughnessy, who 
will transm it them in accordance w ith 
diplom atic proprieties to the Mexican 
m inister of foreign relations.

Mechanism of the Ear. 
Comparatively few people thoroughly 
realize what a delicate aud sensitive 
structure the human ear really is. That 
which we ordinarily designate so la, 
after all, only the outer porch of a 
series of winding passages which, like 
the lobbies of a great building, lend 
from the world without to the world 
within.

“ You call attention to C hapter 248,

ty treasurer ten per cent of the li­ 
quor license fees paid into the city or 
village treasury, as heretofore pro­ 
vided for in C hapter 450 G. L. 1909 
I am of the opinion th a t your in ­ 
quiry must be answered in the nega­ 
tive. 
C hapter 450 G. L. 1909, provided 
am ong other things th a t: 
‘Ten per 
cent thereof (liquor 
license 
fees) 
shall be paid into the county treas­ 
ury, and credited to the general rev­ 
enue fund, and the rem aining nine­ 
ty per cent thereof shall he credited 
to the general fund of the m unici­ 
pality issuing the license.’ 
Our suprem e court in the case of 
County of Sibley vs Village of Gib­ 
bons, 115 Minn., 56, held th a t this 
law— ‘gave to the county ten per 
cent of all liquor license money paid 
into the treasury of any incorporat­ 
ed village situated within the lim its 
of the county, and th at the village 
could not defeat the right of the coun 
ty by appropriating ten per cent for 
either school, or road and street pur 
poses.’ 
The same rule would apply to ci­ 
ties of the fourth class as was by 
th a t decision applied to villages. 
Chapter 248 G. L. 1913, am ends 
previous laws upon the subject, in­ 
cluding C hapter 450 G. L. 1909, sup­ 
ra, and now' provides, in lieu of the 
previously quoted portion of said 
Chapter 450, as follows: 
‘Ten per cent thereof (liquor li­

The m erchants as well as people 
in the private walks of life will be 
interested to know th a t on Friday, 
August 15, they will be able to mail 
parcels th a t weigh up to 20 pounds 
at a much cheaper rate than form er­ 
ly under the new regulation going 
into effect regarding parcel post on 
that date. 
Heretofore 
the 
weight 
limit has been l l pounds 
and 
a 
charge of 5 cents for the first pound 
and one cent 
for each additional 
pound, the new rate will be 5 cents 
for the first pound and one cent for 
each additional two pounds or frac­ 
tion thereof when intended for lo­ 
cal delivery, and five cents for the 
first pound and one cent for each ad­ 
ditional pound or fraction thereof I 
when intended for delivery at other 
offices w ithin th e first and second 
zones. 
Twenty pounds may be sent 150 
miles, or from Brainerd to Fargo, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis or Duluth, for 
24 cents after the law goes into effect, 
where nowr it costs 35 cents to send 
an l l pound package the same dis­ 
tance. 
Under the local rate the new rate 
will be 15 cents for the delivery of a 
20 pound package on any of the ru ­ 
ral routes out of this city, or at any 
point within the city delivery. 
The rate for local delivery applies 
to all parcels malled at a postoffice 
from which a rural route starts, for 
delivery on such route, or malled at 
any point on such route for delivery 
at any other point thereon, or at the 
office from which the route starts, or 
on any rural route startin g there­ 
from, and on all m atters mailed at a 
city carrier office, or any point w ith­ 
in its delivery limits, for delivery by 
carrier from th at office, or at any of 
flee for local delivery. 
These new’ rates open up possihili 
ties for the local

Arrest o f Mu rderers. 


The arrest of the murderers follow ed 
quickly. 
ClroMci w as caught in N ew 
York, "W hltey" L ew is w as found in 
the C atskills, and "L efty” Louie nnd 
“ Gyp the Blood" w ere dually located 
In Brooklyn, w here they had been bid­ 
ing com fortably. Schepps w as brought 
from Hot Springs. Ark. 
On Oct. 24 at m idnight Becker w as 
conv icted after a dram atic trial, in 
which the four Informers told conv inc­ 
ing stories. 
On Nov . 19 the four gun 
men w ere conv icted.

cutions. T hese are too recent to nec**s- 
sltate describing in detail. 
One after 
another jx*rsons of ev il life testified 
against grafting jiollce officials and po­ 
licemen and laid the groundwork for 
grand Jury indictm ents and criminal 
trials. 
It w as brought out thnt Inspectors 
Sw eeney, H ussey, Murtlm and Thom p­ 
son had collected graft in Harlem and 
that they had raised a fund to get w it­ 
nesses out of the state 
They were 
conv icted of conspiracy, largely on the 


tion; Patrolm an Thom as F. Robinson, 
conv icted of extortion; Patrolm an John

Then appears In an epigram of 
Antlpater of Sidou an enum eration of 
sev en great works, w hich prov e to be 
the v ery ones later appearing as the 
sev en wonders. 
They are (1) the w alls 
of Babylon, (2) the statue of Zeus at 
Olympia, (3) the hanging gardens of 
Sem inunls at Babylon, (4) the Colossus 
of Rhodes. (5) the pyramids of M em­ 
phis, (6) tho mausoleum of H alicarnas­ 
sus, (7) tlie tem ple of Diana (Artem is) 
at Ephesus. 
W ithin the next century 
Varro, by his leisurely allusion to the 
septem opera, betrays that the saying 
had already assum ed current prov er­ 
bial form. Diodorus, in the second half 
of th e sam e century (first B. C.), speaks, 
too, of "tho so called sev en w orks,” and 
Strabo, a little later, uses the v ery 
phrase, “ tho sev en w onders.” 
From 
this tim e on, at least, th e septem mirae- 
ula hav e an assured place in all the 
comm on lore of Rome.

the work of an anonym ous purv eyor of 
ballads for the street haw kers of Dub­ 
lin. 
Max Schneckonbnrger, an obscure 
Sw abian merchant, 
who nev er pub­ 
lished anything else, conqiosed in 18 40 
som e v erses of w hich the burden w as 
thus translated: 
Dear fatherland, no danger thine. 
Firm stand thy sons to watch the Rhine. 
L ittle w as beard of these until thirty 
years later, when the Franco-German 
war gav e them an enormous v ogue. 
They w ere ttien adopted as the national 
anthem of United Germ any, and a year­ 
ly pension of 3,000 marks w as confer­ 
red on the composer of the tune to 
which they w ere set.—London Chroni­ 
cle. 


It Will Co me In 1991 an d Will Be a 
R em arkable On e. 
For long distance predicting Profes­ 
sor Dav id Todd of Amherst has made 
his mark, for he has expressed the 
opinion that on Ju^v 11, 19 9 1, on the 
mountain peak of Popocatepetl or Ori­ 
zaba. in Mexico, there will lie a great 
gathering of astronom ers and other 
scientists, possibly a greater gathering 
than any one of the sort ev er taking 
place before that time. 
lie has deter­ 
mined that on that date there will be 
the finest eclipse of the sun ev er known 
since eclipses were first predicted with 
certainty, and these peaks will be the 
choicest grand stand seats for the per­ 
formance. 
As eclipses are the only opportunities 
for studying certain qualities of the 
sun and sunlight and as the energy 
from the sun. which supports all life 
on earth, Is arousing more and more 
study because of the possibilities for 
human progress It offers, he feels cer­ 
tain that in 19 9 1 there w ill be ev en 
more interest in eclipses than there is 
at present. 
One reason w hy It will be a remark­ 
able eclipse Is that It w ill be total for 
7 m inutes 10 seconds. 
The longest 
one ev er known w as 6 m inutes 20 sec­ 
onds, w hile the longest one that can 
ev er happen can only be 7 m inutes 58 
seconds. 
Another adv antage is that the sun 
w ill be directly ov erhead, so thnt there 
w ill be the least possible am ount of In­ 
terference from the atmosphere. 
The 
great Interest in an eclipse is the co­ 
rona, a hoop of light that appears 
w hen the moon entirely hides the sun. 
It is from the corona that many of the 
m ost im portant secrets of the sun hav e 
been learned. 
Professor Todd has found that In the 
next 300 years there w ill be nine total 
eclipses of the sun v isible in Mexico, 
many of them fine ones, though none 
so v aluable for study as th at of 19 9 1.— 
Saturday Ev ening Post.

There 
was nothing but blundering confusion 
until the district attorney appeared at 
the West Forty-seventh street station, 
obtained the release of n vaudeville 
dancer who had been locked up as a 
witness and from him secured the cor­ 
rect number.

The First Disclosures. 
Promptly, then, the driver of the car 
was caught at his home and arrested. 
From his admissions it became known 
that "Bald Jack’’ Rose, a gambler, had 
knowledge of the murder.

Webber, a friend of Rose's, was ar­ 
rested. 
Presently Rose, sick and mon­ 
eyless. surrendered and told part of 
the truth—thnt he had hired the mur­ 
derers.

We have no indication of the exist­ 
ence of a cyclo of seven wonders until 
shout the end of tile second century 
B. C. Then appears In an epigram of 
Antlpater of Sidon an enumeration of 
seven great works, which prove to be 
the very ones later appearing as the 
seven wonders. They are (I) the walls 
of Babylon, (2) the statue of Zeus at 
Olympia, (3) the hanging gardens of 
Se in Ira mis at Babylon. (4) the Colossus 
of Iihodra, (5) the pyramids of Mem­ 
phis, (G> tho mausoleum of Halicarnas­ 
sus, (7) tile temple of Diana (Artemis) 
at Ephesus. Within the next century 
Vnrro, by his leisurely allusion to the 
septem opera, betrays that the saying 
had already assumed current prover­ 
bial form. Diodorus, In the second half 
of the same century (first B. C.), speaks, 
too, of “tho so called seven works," and 
Strabo, a little later, uses the very 
phrase, "tho seven wonders.”

On Nov. 19 the four gun 
men were convicted. 
Rose. Webber,

since eclipses were first predicted with 
certainty, and these peaks will be the 
choicest grand stand seats for the per­ 
formance. 
As eclipses are the only opportunities 
for studying certain qualities of the 
sun and sunlight and as the energy 
from the sun. which supports nil life 
on earth, is arousing more and more 
study because of the possibilities for 
human progress it offers, he feels cer­ 
tain that in 1991 there will be even 
more Interest in eclipses than there is 
at present. 
One reason why it will be a rem ark­ 
able eclipse Is that it will be total for 
7 minutes IO seconds.
